The ex- 
perimenU already made with this syetoa 
of maritime beacons prove tbat the U|^t 
la the Otter Bock veaeel can be depended 
upon to burn continuously and reliably 
for a number of UKMitha. Tbe apprexi- 
roafee duration of the light can always 
be determined, and there ia no danger 
whatever of the lights being extinguiabed 
either by wind or epray. Tbe gaa is stor¬ 
ed in tbe tanks In the bold at a preeanm 
of 150 to 190 pounds per square Inch, 
and a very efficient apparatus Is provid¬ 
ed for regulating the p r es su re to tbe 
bnners. Surrouading the isntem la a 
fdatform on which an attendant nay 
stand to light the beaeoo or adjust tbe 
name. Within th« tower is tbe fitting 
valve, by means of which connection U 
made to tbe tanka for tbo purpose of 
charging tbe gas, the aui^y being re¬ 
newed in tbe usual way and this vnlre 
also coDtr^ls tbe gaa supply from the 
tanks to the Isotem. Ths boat la pro¬ 
vided with a large bell fOr use ia cnee of 
fogi which is made to ring autoaostlcal- 
ly, by means of a device which utillaM 
the gaa, aa it passes from tbe IsnUm, 
to actuate the twil-clapper. Th# lighting 
is bot Interfered with In tbe sUgbtert 
^ the operntion of tbe bell-rtrik> 
lag device. The gaa, afar having expend¬ 
ed its force in ringing the bail, is sup¬ 
plied to the lantern, and tba light bums 
and the hell rings day and night for 
months without attention.

up these particles. 

In The uUlisatkm of vegetable waste 
much of a surprising nature could be 
said. The seeds or stmes of msuy fruits, 
which would apparencly seem neeless, 
have so»r»e cotmomic value. In eome 
parts* of Egypt the date stones are boiled 
to soften tliem, and the iwmels and 
cattle arc fed with them. Twey are cal¬ 
cined by the Chinese, and said to enter 
into the composition of their Indian Ink. 
In Gpetn they are burnt and powdered 
for dentifrice and vegetable Ivory nuts 
ere said to be applied for tbe same pnr- 
pcMMs. Some species of Attalea nuts are 
burned In Braidl to blacken the raw In¬ 
dian rubber. In India the seed or atone 
of the tamarind Is nometimes preoerfbed 
In rases of dysentery aa a tonic. In 
timea of scarcity of food, the natives eat 
them after being roasted and soaked for 
a few hours In water: the dark outer 
rhin ^wenes off, and they can tiien be 
cooked In various ways. From this aeed 
an oil also baa been obtained. TTie seed 
of the carob been Is ground as food for 
cattle, and Is nsed In Algeria, when 
roost^, aa coffee. The use of some 
Mexican and other grasses for hrushea 
is being rapMly developed. This ma¬ 
terial is as stFBg and flexible aa brlstlea, 
and even the rofnse from this la being 
nsed ga stuffing for mattresses. The -use 
of esparto grass for |•spe^•mnklng is well 
known, and straw la largely used for the 
sams pnrpose.^I^Ue’s Weekly*.

They fouiid their gruves at 
Wct-Iltti-VVei and at ti'e Yalu, nnd aiuce 
these glowing days of triumph the naval 
olBeers and Uio sailors have been na¬ 
tional heroes, and uU that the service 
has wanted it has had. The men have 
. BOW had time to become thoroughly uo- 
^ustomod to all the unfamiliar demauds 
of a modem man-of-war, and visitors 
know bow affix-tiouatoly they tn>gard the 
fair nams of the ship intrusted to their , 
csr«i / 

The decks are kept as cleou as tlie 
most punciilioLs housekei^r w'onld de¬ 
sire, the paintwork as spotless In Its , 
milky whltenoHs, and the guns are main- I 
tain^ In excelleut order. It uscil to be . 
the bocst of British sailors that no shliw I 
in the world were aa spick and span as : 
those flying tho White Ensign, but uow j 
the Japanete veesela rup the brat of the 
British ships very close for honors. It 
is not merely the show parts of the meii- 
of-war which are kept clean ond sweet, 
but all the chinks and (.oruers. Japan¬ 
ese seamen take a pride In their orderly, 
cleaaly sbipe. and possibly a fearleasness 
of conipartsoQ accounts in some part for 
the welcoms which Is always extended 
to the visitor, even though he t>oke his 
nose into strange cranuias, or thought¬ 
lessly t^MietraU^s K>hlud tiie scenes in hiw 
search for knowledge. And yt-t these 
sailors coiiil)ine witli the pretty suavity 
that wins all hearts a dignity which 
compels admirot'oD. A contractor who | 
had hni) much to do w'lth Japanese war* | 
rant officers and men hit off the seem¬ 
ing coiitraiiietiou In tlie character of the 
Japanese sailors by asyiug; *‘When they 
find tliat they can tru.-(t you they trust 
yon. but they won’t be tricked or bam- 
booslod." 

British and Japs Fraternise. 

One of the most iiitcK^stiug sights of 
lato months in British naval ports has 
been the fraternising between the Brit¬ 
ish bluejacket and lac **Jappers,'* as 
they are kuowu to Jack. They rub 
along excellently whenever they meet, 
and though the man from east of Sues 
Is the real hero of modern naval war, 
he aeems to regard his ally with a feel¬ 
ing of admiration which piesjes Jack, 
and does the Indcpcmdent little Jsppers 
no barm. The use Ot the word Indepen¬ 
dent may strike strangely on the ears 
of those who have beard over aud over 
again that the Jspaurso lack indi^u- 
dence above ever>‘thlug. It Is a curious 
mistake. Possibly U arises from the 
fact that these people w’ere not above 
learning. When they Wished for a 
modern navy, they cauie to this country 
for officers to advise them, they got 
other officers to establish naval colleges 
and traiulng establishments for the men. 
and English workmen to show them j 
how to use the latest tools In building 
ships. Tlie superficial observer who 
heard of this instruction In the 
modern arts of war, and saw shhM be¬ 
ing built in this country for theorising 
power the I^r East, Jumped to the 
conclusion that these people lacked initi¬ 
ative and go, that they were mere dnmb 
driven sheep, and that British officers 
and seamen end meebank’s would ever 
be the shepherds. Not many years 
passed, and ell these shallow judgmeut* 
have proved to be wrong. Japan's navy 
is Mtirely her own, mauned by her own 
hardy seamen, saHom from their childr 
hood, officered by men of the ssmo blood 
end tradiUoQs. and the workshops 
■shore and the tralnlhg establisbroenta 
are also in the bands of Jaimneee. We 
still ('ontiniie to build their biggest 
armored ships, end to make Uielr big- 
geei guns, but even these one day, and 
that Boon, will be of home manufacture. 
The Japanese navy la largely an Eng¬ 
lish pre^uot, and the sailors are proud 
that they should b^ admitted now to 
stand side by aide with the British Jack 
Hn peace, and if need be in war. 

This aillsDce Is all as it should be, for 
with no seamen do those of the British 
navy fraternise more readily than with 
the liih^ swarthy men of the Japanese 
fleet. The inteerhange of compliments 
and entertainments has become familiar 
to us, and k may not be generally known 
thgt siinillar demonstratious of friendship 
bitVe been witnessed on the other side 
of the globe. An the * Japeneee gov¬ 
ernment determined to do ell hi their 
power to honor the coronation of King 
Edward VII. at Bpithead by sending 
two warships from the Far East speci¬ 
ally for the oci-asion. and afterward 
kept them here when the event was un¬ 
avoidably poatponeo, so In distant 
watem they lost no oprortnnlty to show 
respei'i to the flag of titeir ally. While 
the cruisers Blenhelm'and Talbot were 
sent by Admiral Bir Cyprian Bridge to 
Japan, Rear-Admiral Ito brought his 
.flagship to Wel-Hsi-Wei. ao as to co¬ 
operate in tho rejoicings of the British 
Hcamen and officers, and very cordial 
were the entertainments m*hiob were cx- 
clianged whilo tlio two flags were, float¬ 
ing side by side. A bngc dinner was 
gived to tho Japanese crew, and then 
.there was an entertainment, the pl-o- 
gramme being printed in Japanese and 
English. SporlH and "At Homes" and 
other forms of ,rt><'reatiou were provid¬ 
ed, and tho vlkil pr-ived an unqualified 
success. The Jnp.in(>s8 are excellent 
hosts. The sailors arc good fencers, act 
W'lth Infinite tragic or comic skill, and 
decorate their ships with lieantiful paper 
flowers. .

The bluejacket Is adequate, knowing, 
siuewy and agile, and behind his kindly 
smile is u buudle of qualities fot which 
tho heodleas western world, judging sti- 
porftcisUy, does uot give him credit. He 
is the Jack of the Uising Bun. snd his 
modesty of demeanor la merely the clonk 
'that coiu-^'nlrt from the giise of every 
pnsarr-bjr many stem, Hterllng qualities, 
lie (lot's nt'l wear Ills heart on liU 8l(M»ve 
for overy daw to pei-k at. No one knows 
him better than the British bluejacket 
nod His Majesty's Juihes, and Jack and 
Joe ktiow him for wluil ho w, and re¬ 
spect him. He has bet-n "blooded" In a 
naval war, and amid all the terrorK of 
fights afloat he did not flinch. WIicu 
the sens sccuicd to be raising themselves 
to engulf him and tlie heavens threaten¬ 
ed to fall aud aiiitilillnto him. be re¬ 
mained steadfast* at his post. The most 
sociable of all visitors to our shores, he 
seems to valoe liule the minor ameni¬ 
ties of life. Yet he is a good, firm 
friend, aud bo will go far in the caitHS 
of friendship. In the past few months 
residenU and viskora at tho great naval 
ports, Dovonport, rortamoiitb and She<-r- 
nrss, have seen a great deni of the sea¬ 
men of the Impenal Japanese navy, 
with their ensign of the round, red sun 
in the midst of broadening fiery rays^^and 
the more they have known of them the 
more they have '.iked them. 

Tho Japan*we blueincket is a chorm- 
ing man. The adjective is tiaed deliber¬ 
ately. Who that has visited a foreign 
warship or factory has not been couM-i- 
ous of glances of resentment which have 
followed him os he has been shown 
around? On tho other hand, no one hna 
ever left the gangway of a Japanese 
warship without feeling that his visit 
was welt-onio. I hiivo seen people on 
board tiiei^e ships of the Japanese navy 
who had no manner of right there, nor 
even a plausible excuse, and yei they 
have been treated with the most perfect 
courtesy, not only by the offict'rs, but 
;Uy the miu. Nio>>e was ail tears, the 
tjapanose seaman is nil smiles, unless be 
la JO duty bent, and then the muscles 
ar& set, aud his wholn iniod seems c<mi- 
centrated on the peiformance of the 
task in hand. I have watched sailor* 
from this Far EasU-rn Island trying to 
find their way amid tho intricate pass¬ 
ages and work shops of Portamouth 
dockyard down to the landing jetty. 
Without a guide or any clear idea of 
direction, they hove wandered on. satis¬ 
fied that BO sure as the world Is round 
they will disco ver t heir boat some day. 
A policeman hiffi"T?it‘>rTened with some 
advice and in respoose to hia pitying 
looks, when tlu-y shake their .heads and 
indicate that they do not know English, 
they smiled at him blandly*, as much as 
to say: "We have breu in mAny strange 
corners before, an;! xre sltsil worry 
theobgb, so don’t, please, troulde on our 
account." But the time to see the Ja¬ 
panese sailor is when he is afloat in a 
small )>ost on a Shoppy, or even stormy 
sea. and to wab-h tjte spteuitid self-pos- 
sesslon with which ho bcliavcM. Ue is 
uneoeeenied in the face of danger, and 
he seems to understand the sea os a 
.trainvr at the Zoo ucdirsUnds the lion 
or elfplinnt iii liU il-urge. He is not 
for a menM-nt uni'ertnln what to do, aud 
he loves to show I:is power over the 
eh-ments. He is a born seaman, accus¬ 
tomed to the changing mooda and dls- 
tompers of the sc-a from his earliest 
years. 

Japan's Naval History.
